Bondurant is the youngest 
town in thai county, having 
sprung up a few years ago with

Feed the tiah 
every other m.. ruing, allowing six or 
eight fiah one-fourth of a sheet of 
food cut in amall pieces. Sick fish 
have often become strong and 
healthy after a few salt baths.

The man 
wore a blue serge suit and in 
the pockets were found $2.87, sev- 
eral post card photos; also an- 
other letter addressed* to Dick 
Armstrong, at Charleston, iMo., 
->f date of Aug. 23, 1915. 

In response to inquiries by Mr. 
Barrett, a telegram came from 
La Fayette, asking if the body 
could be shipped, cost, etc., and 
nothing more lias been beard.
